mothers. 


The aim of the Fresh Air Society is to 


get churches, or religious societies con- 
nected with them, interested in securing 
homes for the children, and thus provid- 
ing free entertainment to the little guests. 
Often last year tbe interest of whole com- 
munities was aroused in the work, and 
some towns and villages entertained two, 
three and four car-loads of children. How 
much real joy was put in these little lives, 
no one can even estimate. It is the pur- 
pose of tbe Society to continue their ef- 
forts along these lines, and it is hoped that 
in many more towns efforts may this year 
be made to provide entertainment for 
children in car-load lots 
The Society pays 


every expense of placing the children in 
the bands of those willing to provide en- 
tertainment but does not pay board. 


A special train of six or more ^cars will 


be sent along some of the principal rail- 
roads leading out of Baltimore during the 
season and application for children should 
be sent in by June 30.

"Moll Pitcher" was not an Irish girl. 


She was the daughter of a Pennsylvania 
German family, living in the vicinity of 
Carlisle. She was born in 1748 and her 
name was Mary Ludwig, a pure Orertnan 
name. 8*16 was married to one John 
Casper Hayes, a barber, who when the 
war broke out with the mother country, 
enlisted as private in the First Pennsyl- 
vania artillery, aud was afterwards 
transferred to the Seventh Pennsylvania 
infantry commanded by Colonel Will- 
lam Irvine, of Carlisle, wi'h whose 
family Mary Ludwin had lived at service 
She was permitted to accompany her 
'iusband'8 regiment, serving the battery 
as cook and Uundress, and when at the 
battle of Monmouth (Freehold), Xew 
Jersey, her husband was wounded at his 
?uu, she sprang forward, seized tbe 
rammer and took bis place to the end of 
the battle. After the battle she carried 
water to the wounded, and hence her 
pet name of "Mall Pitcher." 


Hayes died after tbe war was over, 


and she married a second husband by 
the name of McCaulev; and at herprave 
in the old cemetery at Carlisle there is a 
•nonumeut that baara this inscription :

her, as she cannot furnish reinforcements 
to her army there, nor can she supply a 
(leet to cope with Admiral Dewey. 


Eastern Cuba will be in our possession 


within a week or a fortnight at the most, 
and that means an insurgent army in 
Cuba of from 20,000 to 30,000 men, well 
equipped and supplied in every way by 
our government, and able almost alone 
to drive tbe Spanish from the island.

Old Time Fip.s aud .Levies. 


Spanish Coins La Commou rjge in the United 


States Before the War. 


"It may sound strange to this genera- 


tion, and especially at this time," said an 
old-lime New York merchant, "but fifty 
years ago in the United Slates the money 
of Spam was the people's mcney; in tact, 
Spanish coin constituted a large portion 
of the subsidiary coin circulation in this 
country as late as the breaking out of the 
Civil War. This Spanish coin got into 
circulation in this country through some 
early pecuniary transactions between the 
United States and Spain, and for more 
than a generation it was commoner than 
our own. It included the 'lips' and the 
levies' of ante-bellum daya. 


"Fifty years ago very few silver coins 


from our own mints were in circulation, 
particularly the. smaller ones. A few 
dollars aud half dollars were iu use. 
The 


Spanish coins must have been circulated 
a good many years, for they were gener- 
ally worn very smooth, in fact, they 
would not pass current. The rule was 
that if the pillars on them could be 
plainly seen the coins were all right. I 
have seen lips that were so smooth and 
thin that they resembled nothing more 
closely than shad scales, and levies tbat 
had been so long in use that they were 
like smooth disks. But those old Span- 
ish coma, woin as they might be, con- 
tained more pure silver than most of our 
coina, and one of them would be a curi- 
osity to-day. 


"The lip repiesented one-sixteenth of 


a dollar, the levy one-eighth of a dollar. 
Pip was the abbreviation of five penny- 
lub. When people spoke out the whole 
of what they meant in talking of a Qve- 
penus-hit they called it a DppBnny-bit, 
hut just tip was sufliulent for ordinary, 
every-day transactions. Levy was the 
convenient contraction of eleven-penny- 
hit. This nomenclature for the Spanish 
coins was used generally except in Nuw 
York State, northern and northeastern 
Pennsylvania, nor: hern Xew Jersey and 
XVw England. In those localities the 
people had no use for the eleven-penny- 
hit or levy, nor the lip or 8ppenoy-bit 
or live-penny-bit. They called the one a 
shilling and the other a sixpence, and 
our own little silver three-cent piece was 
a thrippence. But m southern Xew Jer- 
sey, southern Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland and other border states if one 
said shilling people wouldn't know what 
he meant. With them it was levy. 
Further South a levy became a bit, and 
the Qp was a pica} une. 


"This was especially tlie case at and 


about New Orleans, and this nomencla- 
ture was carried up the Mississippi river 
by the popular means of communication 
in those days the steamboat to Hock Is- 
land, Dubuque, Galena, St. Paul and 
other river points. In the same way 
the tei ms were cauied from New Orleans 
up the Mississippi river as far as the 
while people had pushed their way, up 
the Ohio to Louisville and above, and 
oven up the Illinois river to Peoria and 
Peiu, and they took root in California 
when the PaciDc coast was settled by 
people from the East. In the West it 
was easy to tell from what part of the 
country a man had emigrated, according 
to the way he handled tbe names of tlie 
coins. If he said lavy and lip he was 
sure not to be from the Xew England 
States, Xew York, northern New Jer- 
sey or the Xew York border counties. 


' In some parts of tbe country, notably 


in the Southwest, our 3 and 10 cent silver 
pieces were rated equal with the Spanish 
lips and levies, but in the East, and par- 
ticularly in Philadelphia and the Quaker 
country about it, tne people wouldn't 
recognize such a rating. They insisted 
that it required only eight Spanish levies 
to make a dollar. Hence, if we should 
recognize the dime ou a parity with a 
levy, the frugal Philadelphian argued 
that he would be out just two levies, or 
2o cents, on every deal of that kind. 
Then, again, it required twenty 5 cent 
pieces or half dimes to make a dollar, 
whereas a person had to accumulate only 
sixteen lips to have the same amount of 
money. 
This was because the levy's 


valuation was 12i cents and tbe flp's Gi- 
cents. 
The same rule existed among 


those who called the levy a shilling. 


"Those old Spanish coins were plenti- 


ful up to the breaking out of the war, 
but disappeared suddenly and entirely 
with the war. Xo one knows what be- 
came of them. With the war, also, the 
nomenclature that came with the Span- 
ish coins disappeared, except in rural 
New England and the Xew York and 
Pennsylvania border counties, where the 
ol 1-tirners still cling to the shilling, the 
sixpence aud the thrippance." — Hen 
Yortc Sun.

Is it not an error for any 
to avoid politics becj.use politics are cor- 
rupt 'f Poll Jcs are as are the men who 
make them. They will be honest, busi- 
ness politics when honest, business men 
shall make them, and consequently our 
plea for united and concerted action 
locking to entire representation in vari- 
ous political bodies. It is the salvation 
ot our politics, and of our party, for men 
will not support that in which they are 
not permitted to be interested. 


And is it not of especial importance 


that officers be wise and conscientious 
men, capable of filling the offices to 
which they may be elected ? It is a 
question of economical management and 
taxation. Political bosess do not care for 
these, their aim being rather to gain for 
themselves. 
They care but little for 


the welfare of the people, and less for 
the party with which they may be affili- 
ated. Is it not then the part of wisdom 
for the people, as well as for those who 
seek political preferment, to give becom- 
ing heed to the necessity of more honest 
politics '{ Under Democratic principles 
the people are the nilers, and in our 
party boss-rule ought to have no place.

Corn leads all other American crops in 


money valuation, for while its selling 
price per bushel is far below that ot 
wheat the yearly production 
is torn 


times as great. 
The average crop of 


wheat isiiot far from 500,000,006 bushels 
and that of corn nearly or quite 2,000,- 
000,000. It is a cheap and healthy arti- 
cle of food, but until very recently has 
made little headway as a food product in 
Europe. In short-crop years Europe has 
been supplying its wheat deficiencies 
from the American surplus ever since 
the close of the war with the Confeder- 
acy, but only within the past ten years 
has there been any considerable export 
of corn. 


The importance of this growth in thb 


foreign demand for our corn cannot be 
over-estimated. It is our greatest grain 
crop, can be grown on nearly every foot 
of arable land between the Dominion 
line and the Gulf of Mexico, and is less 
liable to damage from frost, drought and 
insect pests than any other grain crop 
grown in the country. The greatest 
drawback to its cultivation heretofore 
has been that in a good corn year we 
could not use tfi all ourselves, and our 
neighbors preferred our wheat to our 
corn. With the foreign consumption ex- 
ceeding 200,000,000 bushels a year we are 
in a fair way to get rid of our surplus, 
for a foreign demand of these dimen- 
sions indicates that a great many people 
across the water are finding out that 
corn is good to eat.

He did not think that it is absolutely nec- 
eesary for a town of this size to have a 
sewer system. Some of the uses the sew- 
ere are put to are not right. The refuse 
from slaughter houses and from closets 
ought not to be emptied into a sewer. He 
also thought that if the sewer system was 
applied to one part of town it ought to be 
applied toall parta. As we dislike to hear 
of any pollution in Marsh creek so we 
ought to he very careful not to pollute 
Rock creek.

The object oE this article is to consider 


the future situation of wheat as regards 
the United Statea. There is reason to 
believe that the time ia approaching 
when the United States will not export 
wheat at all, when Europe, heretofore so 
much dependent on them for wheat, will 
liave to look elsewhere for their supply 
of this cereal. This ia uol a hypothetical 
proposition, but can be demonstrated 
with mathematical certainty. That we 
are quite likely to raise sucii abnormally 
large crops in the Uiture as were pro- 
duced in 1)391-2 does not, alter the situa- 
tion, as a whole, in the least. There is 
convincing evidence tbat this country is 
nearin?, if it has not reached, its maxi- 
mum production of wheat. 
While the 


production has increased very largely in 
tlie nortwestern states in the last eigh- 
teen years, it has decreased in the eastern 
and middle states, dairying and other in- 
dustries taking its place. H is fair to 
assume that about all the territory is de- 
voted to wheat that can be, unless we 
count on the irrigation of the and lands 
opening up a new Held. This, however, 
is so uncertain a factor in the problem 
tbat it is as well omitted. All that we 
uan count on is what we have at present. 
Our average area devoted to wheat is 
3o,<)00,000 acres. From this acreage we 
produced for the years 1S90-6, inclusive, 
478.538,500 bushels annually. Uan we 
increase tins average? As bearing on 
the solution of the proposition, it should 
be observed that the production of wheat 
in the United States as a whole bas not 
increased greatly in the last eighteen 
years. According to Whatson, the aver- 
age annual crop of the United States for 
the ten years of 1S80-9 was 449 67S.359 
bushels, which is about 28,843,000 bush- 
els less than the average production for 
the years 1890-6. To increase our pro- 
duction of wheat but one way remains 
open, after omitting that of irrigation, 
namely, by increasing the yield per acre. 
TUere is no conclusive evidence that this 
has been done in the past, and inasmuch 
as the tendency of the repeated cropping 
of the same land to one kind of giaiu 
tends to render it less productive, it is 
practically safe to assume that the per- 
acre yield will be less, rather than more 
than at present, unless it is brought 
about by a successful rotation of crops or 
by fertilizing. Even should production 
be increased, by means of one or both of 
these methods two bushels per acre, we 
should have an average annual produc- 
tion of less thau 550 000,000 buahels. 
This then, wd may assume for the pur- 
pose, will be our maximum average pro- 
duction. It remains to be seen when 
all this will be consumed by the United 
States. Ttie population of the United 
States in 1&80 was 50,155,783, and in 1SOO. 
l>2 (J22 250, showing an increase of 24 8 
per cent, for the decade between 1880 
and 1SOO. At this ratio of increase we 
shall have 1901), a population approximat- 
ing 78,000,000. Let us call it 75,000,000 
and assume that our 'ncrease will be at 
the rate of 20 per cent, each decade there- 
after. Our population will then be 90,- 
(100,000 by 1910 and lOb.OOO.OOO by 1920. 
Our consumption of wheat in 1895 was 
5 54 bushels per capita. It lias some- 
times been more and sometimes less than 
that so that that amount may be re- 
garueil as a fiir average. This would 
make our aggregate consumption of 
wh,-at for food in 1020, 190,320,000 bush- 
els. To this should be added 50.000,000 
bushels for seed, making an aggregate of 
510,320,000 buahels required for our own 
use, which leaves a surplus of but 0 USO,- 
000 bushels, not enough for home con- 
sumption for the space of twenty days. 
This conclusion, it should be borne in 
mind, is arrived at by putting a very 
libnral estimate on our increase in wheat 
production, so far as we can foresee, and 
quite as illiberal an estimate on our in- 
crease in population. In point of fact, 
our population has increased in every 
decade since 1820, more than 25 per cent 
except in the decades of 1800-70 and 
lt,S(>-90. It is en>iiely withiu the bounds 
of possibility that we shall consume all 
our wheat pioduct long befoie 1920 —

ii* Clover Hay. 


Clover hay cannot be too dry to stoie 


in the mow, says an agricultural writer 
It may be too dry to handle without loss 
of leaves and some stems, but if put in 
the mow in this condition we know it 
will come out good hay. On the other 
hand, it is easy to err in judgment as to 
the amount of moisture it may safely 
contain when stored. Foreign moisture, 
rain or dew, is much more detrimental 
than that naturally belonging to the 
plant. If once wet with rain it is not 
safe to put damp wisps in mow or stack 
thinking that the surrounding hay will 
absorb the moisture, for it will not. 
The damp hay will come out moldy and 
unQt for use. To have clover cured us 
dry grass, it must be cut when in full 
bloom, but unless the weather is most 
favorable, it is very difficult to cure at 
this atage. If necessary to use a tedder, 
and the sun is hot, all the leaves will be 
whipped off. Two or three days later. 
when a few heads have begun to brown, 
it will be found much easier to cure. 
The leaves will not burn up so easily, 
and be lost in handling. In our own 
work, we prefer to lose some of the grass 
nature and cut a little later, than to 
have so much trouble in curing when 
cut so green. There are many things 
about handling clover to make good hay 
that must be learned by experience 
Much can be learned from the experience 
of others, but the successful issue must 
be gained by personal, practical experi- 
ence.

Michigan has a most equitable law 


governing horse breeding, its provisions 
being equally applicable to the owner of 
stallions and breeders. The law gives 
the owner of stallions a first lien on 
mares bred to his horse as security for 
service fees, and also stops the owners 
of stallions from collecting a fee if there 
lias been any misrepresentation of pedi 
gree of the sire. The whole breeding 
problem is thus surrounded by all neces 
sary safeguards without any supervision 
on the part of the government. 1'ro 
gress is left to individual effort and the 
breeder is compelled to profit by the fail 
ure or success of competitors. In this 
way success is achieved only by intelli 
gent effort and a full comprehension o 
tlie requirements of the markets.

HE PREVENTION 


OP DISEASE. 


There is occasionally a herd of swine, 
ays a recent bulletin, from the Depart- 
ent of Agricultnre, that doea not con- 
act hog cholera even though deposed 
contagion. .Two herds may sometimes 
in together and be exposed to tbe same 
xtent; one will be nearly or quite de- 
royed, while the other does not suffer, 
hese facts naturally lead to the inquiry 
9 to whether it is possible to so breed 
nd feed hogs as lo largely or entirely 
revent the most common diseases. To 
hat extent disei.se mav be prevented in 
bis way, we are not in a position to 
ate, as we are not familiar with enough 
xperiments to enable us to reach a con- 
usion. It is clear, however, that sotne- 
liug can be acuninplished in this way, 
nd as tbe carrying out of the plan would 
so increase tbe hardiness and thrift! 
ess of tbe swine it is certainly worthy 
f adoption. 
The first principle of this 


lethod of prevention is to breed only 
•om mature bleeding stock, which is 
nly distantly or not at al! related. The 
econd principle is to select, if possible, 
nimals for breeding which have shown, 
y having passed through an outbreak 
without becoming affected, that they 
ossess a power of resisting hog cholera. 
?he third principle is to feed the growing 
boats upon a variety ot food whicli will 
ead to normal and harmonious develop- 
ment of all the different oigans. Tlie 
pplication of these principles must be 
made by the individual breeder in ac- 
ordance with his ciicumstancesauil snr- 
oundingconditions. The breedingl'rom 
mature animals which are not closely re- 
ated can be easily adopted by any one. 
Tlie selection of stock which has shown 
hat it possesses a power of resisting the 
disease is much more difficult, and in 
many cases it will be impossible for the 
;eneral farmer, though there are many 
breeders who could experiment in this 
direction. The diet of corn alone, upon 
which the hogs of so large a part of the 
country are raised, has done more than 
my tbing else to weaken the vital powers 
if these animals. 
With wheat selling in 


tbe markets of the country as low as 
corn, there is no longer any excuse foi 
imiting the food of hogs to a single 
;rain. Wheat is much better than coin 
or growing animals, but should be 
:rushed or rolled to give the oestiesults. 
Jiouud oats, middlings, bran and peas 
may also be used to give variety. It is 
lardly necessary to add that during the 
warm months ot the year, hogs should 
lave plenty o£ clover. By intelligently 
applying these principles in the produc- 
of the breeding stock, a strain of animals 
may be developed which is hardy, vigor- 
ous, prolific and much more capable of 
resisting disease than is the ordinary in- 
bred and corn-led stuck which is now so 
generally used by the farmers of this 
country.

support, and that he would not be able 
10 put up the margins which were called 
for as the lesult of the drop in prices 
lie declared, however, that thaembaiass- 


nt was temporarily, and that he 


would make no assignment. 


An intimate friend ot Mr. Leiler and 


one who is be,lieved to know much about 
us Hoard of Tiade busines said : "Mr. 
Leiter lias not tailed, nor lias he made 
in assignment, and I do not think he 
will do so. I understand he is arranging 
to put all his wheat in tiust with the 
Mnks here and so pievent the stuff fiom 
being forced on the market. I am not 
aware of any outstanding contracts on 
the board."

His sales Monday are placed at be-

mostly September, of which 3,000,000 
bushels are on puts sold through Lam- 
son. Armour has taken Leiter's Jui e 
wheat off his hands, about 250000 
Dusbels being transferred from Allen 
3rier, Letter's chief broker. Leiter also 
transferred a lot of S pptember to jjano- 
son, but it bas no significance except to 
enable them to settle trades.
